The jiggermen

branches of the trade last night, as 
they had been asked by a number of

The rectitude of one’s past life counts 
for naught. They say Taylor is guilty 
because be was at his office, and that 
I am guilty because I wras away from 
mine. 
This has been a political trial 
throughout for political purposes, and 
no greater mistake has been made by 
the Democratic party, since they rob 
bed us of the offices to which we wert* 
fairly elected by the people.

Necessarily many of the pro 
dictions as to what this will be are 
purely conjectural, as it is realized that 
complete and definite information re­ 
garding the condition of affairs in P e­ 
king must be awaited before any posi­ 
tive action can be taken by the gov­ 
ernments whose interests have suf­ 
fered as a result of the Chinese trou­ 
bles. 
“ W e are on the th¥«*hold of an en­ 
tirely new condition of affa irs; a new 
aspect confronts us,” said a 
well- 
posted official of 
this 
government. 
“The efforts of the several govern­ 
ments (Hiring the past few weeks have 
been devoted to the rescue of the lo- 
gationers at Peking. 
Now tha t tha t 
lias been accomplished, the course of 
jlie governments whose interests have 
been affected is for the present one 
largely of conjecture.” 
The presumption here is tha t the 
next move will lie an agreement for an 
armistice. 
Tills may lie undertaken 
by the commanders of the Chinese 
army and those of the allies on the 
s[K>t where the fighting, according to 
the latest reports from Peking, appears 
to be still in progress. 
This accom ­ 
plished. the question of the withdrawal 
of the foreign armies, the payment of 
indemnities, and many other problems 
may be left to commissions duly ap­ 
pointed to adjudicate them. 
LI Hung 
Chang has already been appjfiited a 
plenipotentiary by ids government to 
negotiate terms of peace, and in this 
capacity he made an ineffectual a t­ 
tempt to stop the progress of the a l­ 
lies in their march on Peking.

He graduated from the Farm ers’ college at Cincinnati in 1848, read 
law, was admitted to the bar in 1861, and began practice at Dayton, where 
he became prominent in the profession. 
He was a Whig and afterw ard a 
Republican. 
He was elected to the senate of the Fifty-fifth general assembly in 1861 
and to the Fifty-sixth in 1863. 
He formulated measures for the relief of the 
dependent families of soldiers during the civil war and the act perm itting 
soldiers to vote in the field. 
He was elected to the Forty-third congress in 1872 from the Fourth dis­ 
trict, Montgomery, Greene, Darke and Preble, and was defeated for the Forty- 
fourth by John A. McMahon. 
In 1871 he was appointed a special commis­ 
sioner by President Grant to investigate the alleged frauds in the allotments 
to the Cherokee, Creek and Chickasaw Indians, and his exposures broke up 
the scandalous system of robbery which had prevailed for years. 


JO H N Q. SM ITH . 
John Quincy Smith of Oakwood, Clinton county, was born near Waynes­ 
ville, W arren county, Nov. 5, 1824. He attended the public schools, the Cen­ 
terville academy, and graduated from the Miami university in 1S44. 
After 
his graduation he resumed farming, and ten years later purchased and Im­ 
proved Oakwood farm, in Clinton county, where he continued to reside the 
remainder of the century. 
When he was a young man he was a Whig, and then became a Free 
boiler, being one of the most active delegates from Ohio to the Buffalo con­ 
vention of 1848, and a member of the committee on resolutions. 
When the 
Republican party was organized, he affiliated with it until about the year 1880, 
when he drew away from it on the tariff issue, he opposing the “protective” 
idea, and joined the Democratic party. 
He was a senator in the Fifty-fifth and again in the Sixty-fourth general 
assembly from the Fifth Senatorial district, Clinton, Greene and Fayette 
counties, and a representative from Clinton county in the Fifty-fifth general 
assembly, and was an efficient, practical legislator. 
He was a member of the 
state board of equalization in 1870-1871, having been elected without opposi­ 
tion. 
He was r 
"d to the Forty-third congress in 1872 from the Third dis­ 
trict, Clinton, warren, Butler, Fayette and Clermont counties, and Served 
but a single term. He was a capable congressman, and his views commanded 
the highest respect. 
He failed of re-election, although a candidate, in 1874. 
He was commissioner of Indian affairs from 1875 to 1877, and United 
fitates consul general at Montreal, Canada, from 1877 to 1882.

He is a Christian gentle­ 
m an and a strong advocate of total 
abstinence. 
“Bugle call strings out at 5 a. rn., 
when we tumble out and make our 
beds. 
The bell rings for first table 
at 5:45. Some 3,000 or more veterans 
respond to this first table call. 
The 
second table call rings at 6:15 a. rn. 
“For breakfast we have good bread, 
butter, coffee, milk, sugar and possi­ 
bly cold boiled ham. 
We are not 
stinted in any manner, but are given 
all that we 
can eat. 
For dinner we 
have 
soup, meat, bread and butter, 
with plenty of the best of coffee to 
wash the 
edibles down. 
For supper 
we have bread and butter, tea, cakes 
and cheese. 
On Sunday, for dinner, 
we have 
elegant mutton stew, 
pre­ 
pared by those 
who know how 
to 
m ake palatable stews. 
It requires 52 
sheep to supply the camp for a Sun­ 
day dinner, backed up with seven vin­ 
egar barrels of murphy*, peeled and 
sliced. 
The majority of us are good 
feeders and m ake full harvest hands 
at the 
table. 
“We have a splendid fire depart­ 
ment, manned exclusively by old vet­ 
erans. 
We have a fine library 
and 
reading room, a club room and a bill­ 
iard parlor; we also have a nice opera 
house, all for the benefit of the old 
soldier boys. 
All that is necessary is 
for a man to behave 
himself as a 
man should, l f an inmate misbehaves 
he goes to the guard house and final­ 
ly appears before the governor of the 
Home for trial, 
lf found guilty, he 
goes on the dump, has his pass taken 
away and is 
compelled to do police 
duty in deaning the streets and camp,

That one of 
the greatest judicial farces known to 
history has been enacted hero in ray 
trial, under the forms of law, to well­ 
informed man eau doubt. 
Innocence 
is no shield with $100,000 and the 
methods of Campbellism against you. 
Tile rectitude of one’s past life counts 
for naught. They say Taylor Is guilty 
because be was at his office, and that 
I am guilty because I was away from 
mine. 
This has been a political trial 
throughout for political purposes, and 
no greater mistake lias been made by 
the Democrat Ie party, since they rob 
bed us of the offices to which we were 
fairly elected by the people. There are 
good men and noble women In the 
Democratic party, and many of them. 
They are not all bad, far from It.

ernments whose interests have suf­ 
fered as a result of the Chinese trou­ 
bles. 
“We are on the threshold of an en­ 
tirely new condition of affairs; a new 
aspect confronts us,” said a 
well 
posted official of 
tills 
government. 
“The efforts of tile several govern 
merits during the past few weeks have 
been devoted to the rescue of the lo- 
gationers at Peking. 
Now that that 
Vas been accomplished, the course of 
Pie governments whose interests have 
been affected is for the present on* 
larg»*ly of conjecture.” 
The presumption here Is that th* 
next move will lie an agreement for an 
armistice. 
This may lie undertaken 
by tin* commanders of tho Chines* 
army and those of the allies on th* 
a pot where the fighting, according to 
the latest reports from Peking, appears 
to be still in progress.

FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


AA R O N 
F. P K K RY. 


Anron Fyfe P erry was a lawyer, an editor and a w riter of m arked 
ability. 
He was born in^ Leicester, Vermont, Jan. I, 1815, and died in Cin­ 
cinnati near the age of 70. 
H is early education was received in the public 
pciiools of his native state, 
h o r a lime he edited a new spaper and read 
jaw. Later he graduated 
from the 
law departm ent of Yale, and was 
admitted to the bar in New H aven, Connecticut, in 1839. 
He migrated to Columbus, w here he began the practice of his profession, 
in which he proved em inently successful. 
He was associated in the practice 
with both Governor W illiam D ennison and General H. B. C arrington. 
He 
then removed to C incinnati, w here he became associated with Alphonso 
Taft, afterward atto rn ey general of ti - United States. 
In 1847-1848 he represented F rank; 
and Madison counties in th e lower 
bouse of the F orty-sixth general assembly. 
In 1870 he w'as elected to the 
Forty-second congress, as a Republican, from the F irst district, a p a rt of 
Hamilton county, and resigned the position in 1872, and was succeeded by 
Oaro J. Dodds. Democrat. 
Mr. Perry’s fame rests upon his g re at ability as a lawyer. 
For a long 
leries of years he practiced in the suprem e court of the United States, and 
was leading counsel in m any of the cases grow ing out of the questions of 
the Civil war. 
H e was a m agazine w riter of force and ability on public 
questions. 
In politics he w as originally a Whig, and became identified w i.h 
the Republican p arty upon its organization, and became an influential 
political leader. 
JAMES MONROE. 


James Monroe of Oberlin, L orain county, was born in Plainfield, Con­ 
necticut, July 18, 1821. 
He attended the public schools and the Plainfield 
academy, and afterw ard graduated a t Oberlin college in 1846, and afterw ar# 
pursued a course of theological study in the sam e institution. 
From 1849 to 1862 he was a professor in Oberlin college, and continued 
to be more or less intim ately connected with th a t institution to the closing 
years of the century. 
H e w as an original Republican in politics. 
He 
served with credit and distinction in the Ohio house of representatives from 
1856 to 1859, and in the state senate from I860 to 1862, being president 
pro tempore in 1861-1862. 
In the latter year he resigned from the senate to become United States 
consul at Rio de Janeiro, to which he had been appointed by President 
Lincoln. 
He served in th a t position until 1869, and was charge d ’affaires 
for a portion of the time. 
He was elected to the Forty^second congress in 1870 from the Fourteenth 
district, Lorain, Holm es, A shland, W ayne and Medina counties. 
By the 
apportionment of 1872 he was placed in the E ighteenth district, composed 
of Lorain, Medina, W ayne and S um m it counties, and from this district he 
was re-elected to th e F o rty -th ird congress in 1872, to the F orty-fourth in 
1874, to the Forty-fifth in 1876, and to the F orty-sixth in 1878. 
He was 
recognized as am ong the ablest m em bers of the house during his career in 
congress. 
OZRO J. DODDS. 


Ozro J. Dodds of C incinnati, th e successor of A aron F. Perry, above, was 
I Democratic leader, a law yer of m arked ability and a gallant soldier. 
H e 
was born in C incinnati March 22, 1840, and died suddenly from injuries

He was a soldier and an officer in the Civil war. 
In 1870 he w as elected to th e Forty-second congress from the F ifth 
district, composed of th e counties of Allen, Van W ert, Mercer, Auglaize, 
H ardin, Hancock and W yandot. 
In 1872. under a new apportionm ent, he 
was again elected from the Fifth district, em bracing the counties of Allen, 
Defiance, Paulding, P utnam , Auglaize, Mercer and Shelby. 
During his service in congress he was assigned to a number of the 
leading committees of the house, and was an efficient legislator. 
He was 
born in Columbia, Pennsylvania, in 1820. 


MILTON SAYLER. 


Milton Sayler w as one of the brilliant lights of the C incinnati b a r for a 
q u arte r of a century, and after retirin g from congress practiced law in New 
York city and W ashington, D. C. 
H e was born in Lewisburg. Preble county, 
Ohio, Nov. 4, 1831, an d received his education m ostly in the public schools, 
and graduated from Miami university, Oxford, Ohio, and from the C incinnati 
Law school, and w as adm itted to the practice on reaching his m ajority and 
became a successful lawyer. 
He was elected to the house of the Fifty-fifth general assem bly in 1861 
as one of the representatives from H am ilton county, and served one term 
in th a t body. 
In 1872 he was elected as a D em ocrat to the F o rty -th ird congress from 
the F irst district, a part of H am ilton county, and was re-elected to the 
F orty-fourth, in 1874, and to the Forty-fifth in 1876 from the sam e district. 
He w as speaker of the house during a part of the F orty-fourth congress. 
H e took high ra n k as a m em ber of congress during the six years of his 
service, aud was placed on m any of the most im p o rtan t com m ittees of the 
house.

HENRY It. HANNING. 


H enry Blackston B anning w as born in Knox county, Ohio, Nov. IO, 1836, 
at w h a t was known as B an n in g ’s Mills. 
He spent his boyhood days on a farm 
and about bis fa th e r’s extensive flouring mills, and began his education in 
th e public schools and com pleted it in the Mt. Vernon Academy. 
He read 
law in the latter city aud was adm itted to the practice in 1857. 
Originally he was a W hig, becam e a Republican, and in 1872, with the 
Greeley Liberal R epublican m ovem ent, he affiliated with 
the 
Democratic 
p arty and defeated R utherford B. H ayes for congress. 
At the close of the 
civil w ar he removed to C incinnati, w here he enjoyed a large and lucrative 
practice in his profession. 
He enlisted as a private soldier in 1861. and by successive prom otions, 
was m ustered out of the service in 1865 w ith the ra n k of brigadier general, 
all his prom otions com ing for m eritorious conduct. 
H e was brevetted brig 
adier general tor g allan t conduct in the battle of Chickam auga. 
He p artici­ 
pated in the battles of Nashville, C hickam auga, A tlanta and o th er im p o rtan t 
battles and m ilitary operations. He was a captain in the Fourth Ohio Volun­ 
teer In fan try ; m ajor of the Fifty-second; lieutenant colonel of the One Hun 
dred and Tw enty-fifth; Colonel of the E ighty-seventh aud of the One Hun­ 
dred and Ninety-fifth, and was in com m and at A lexandria at the tim e of his 
m u s te r out. 
W hile j e t in the arm y, in 1865, he was elected to the house of represen­ 
tatives of the Fifty-seventh general assem bly by the people of Knox county, 
both parties uniting in his support. 
In 1872 he was elected to the F o rty -th ird 
congress from the Second district, a p art of Hamilton county, as a Democrat, 
and re-elected from th e sam e district to the F o rty-fourth in 1874, and to the 
F orty-fifth in 1876. 
H e was chairm an of the m ilitary com m ittee, and on the 
Judiciary and other Im portant com m ittees during his services in congress.

John Quincy Smith of Oakwood, Clinton county, was born near Waynes­ 
ville, ^Warren county, Nor. 5, 1824. He attended the public schools, the Cen­ 
terville academy, and graduated from the Miami university in 1844.

his graduation he resum ed farming, and ten years later purchased and im­ 
proved Oakwood farm , in Clinton county, w here he continued to reside the 
remainder of the century.
